ASTRAGAL had barely put a 
cautionary foot or two into the 
New Year when he saw it was 
going to be just like the old one. 
A reputable publisher had been 
charged with obscene libel, a 
sedate newspaper was worrying 
about the genealogy of Beatrix 
Potter’s Flopsy Bunnies and the 
Home Secretary had managed to 
rush the bullfinch into the Second 
Schedule to the Protection of 
Birds Act. Tempora, mused ASTRAGAL in his educated 
Way, were not showing the remotest signs of mutantur, 
or. in the words of the Billiards and Snooker Bulletin, 
“If the impossible happens it should be declared a foul.” 
This month the impossible was merely contemplated: 
the Minister of Works asked builders to spend five 
minutes a week thinking better of architects, and Dame 
Edith Evans invited Marilyn Monroe to England to 
improve her culture. Before the end of the month the 
balloon went up twice: once for the Fine Art Commission 
on the South Bank Skyscraper site, to show how high; and 
again in the American House of Representatives, to show 
Tse-tung.

“Get a bush hat,” said Cherry 
Cresswell-Turner, “a pair of jodhpurs, a Punch and Judy 
Theatre, buy a mule and tour Portugal for three months.” 
With that worry off your hands you were able to join the 
rest of us at the RIBA’s exhibition of Mexican architecture 
and its excellent stand at the Factory Exhibition. In fact 
you had a whale of a time in the new knowledge that it 
was earlier than you thought. Hadn’t a bunch of Indian 
seers just predicted “a series of catastrophes in the second 
half of 1957,” thus confirming your theory that with the 
promise of talks at the newly-coined “summit” there 
would actually be a second half of 1957? For a while 
there were no threats in the air, until Professor Richardson 
remembered his impending address to the nation. “ You 
just wait,” he said, in his modest, amiable way, “ until the 
Academy banquet.” Obediently we did so, wondering, as 
we waited, not what our profession’s representative would 
say, but how much it mattered that he almost certainly 
would say it. 


MAY 


It was a pity the Archbishop of 
Canterbury chose the month of 
the General Election to say we 
should never believe what we saw ‘ 
in the Press. It was a pity too that || 
his statement had to reach us | 
via the Press. If we believed 
His Grace, then we could hardly y 
believe that what the Press said 
about His Grace saying that what 

it said he said about it was true. 
could we? Anyway, we were unlikely to believe all that 
stuff about wage differentials and West Suffolk policemen 
doing without braces; or, for that matter, the report in the 
Evening Standard that a new cricket pavilion at East 
Molesey was “a miniature Festival Hall.” Before long, 
however, we stumbled on news items of such wisdom that 
we forgot the Archbishop’s advice. Most of us agreed 
with the Ipswich magistrate that “an African fire-eater in 
a public house is a special occasion justifying extended 
hours.” And how right it was of the ITA to ban under- 
takers and bust-developers from their programmes. Surely 
Dr. Fisher would have felt just as pleased about this as 
with the pretty sentiment, expressed in the Manchester 
Guardian, that “ The Highest Common Factor that unites 
the families in this country is the keeping of caged birds.” 
Materialistic, perhaps, but refreshingly unpolitical at a 
time when everyone, including Lady Eden, was trying to 
get into the election act. “It may not be a rule,” said our 
prime minister’s wife, “ but Tory candidates never seem 
to me to be very strong in factory areas.” Good solid 
thinking, but not quite omniscient enough for Cecil B. 
De Mille, who at this time was searching for someone to 
use as the voice that breathed (I quote of course) o’er Eden. 
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Have I ignored the election results of the nation’s govern- 
ment and the profession’s council? And have I passed over 
Professor Richardson’s banquet oration? Well, you know 
by now what you think of your government and your 
council; and if you missed the Professor’s speech you can 
always tune in to the next banquet. 


ZUNE 


“ The situation,” said an Argen- 
tinian government spokesman, “ is .

made possible, presum-

remind you that 800 delegates went to the Architects’ 
Conference at Harrogate in spite of the great rail strike: 
that one engine-dsiver received the BEM while the 
strike was still on, and that 41 tons of melon paralysed 
stevedores in the London docks because “ the melon is not 
a working man’s fruit.” This month, you will remember, 
we hit upon two ways of averting strikes: first, there was 
automation, which was worrying foremen and etymologists, 
and secondly there was the more simple method suggested 
in a letter to The Times. Union members, said the writer, 
should wear badges reading, “ On strike, but in the national 
interest remaining at work.” That sounded very much like 
the British Council’s idea of their sporting countrymen: 
“ British people,” said an evening paper’s report of a 
Council lecture, “ are friendly but intolerant of discourtesy.” 
And ASTRAGAL, who was hardly even bruised in the London 
Transport rush to get home for the first TV bubble-bath, 
agreed wholeheartedly. After all, that unnamed British 
diplomat abroad was probably seriously provoked before 
he pushed a grand piano out of the window. 


JULY 


“Further outlook: probably con- 
tinuing mostly,” said the New- 
castle Evening Chronicle, as it 
viewed the blue heavens and 
blazing sun with forgivable cau- 
tion. And continue mostly it un- 
believably did. After a time 
ASTRAGAL got used to the idea 
and went out of doors to see for 
himself, first making .a protective 
covering from the Birmingham 
Evening Dispatch which had asked, rather tactlessly, “ Why 
do human beings and animals die in heat waves?” Soon we 








saw what a difference a touch of the sun could make jp 
our lives. Harold Macmillan, you will recollect, was 
moved to express an old-fashioned sentiment in a truly 
quaint way: “ There ain’t gonna be any war,” he said. And 
in Scotland a Russian delegate thawed for a moment and 
said, absent-mindedly, that in many ways the Scots were 
like the Russians. The outlook continued mostly—so much 
so that everything became a little unreal. It hardly seems 
possible, looking back, that Winchester College could have 
staged an exhibition of old masters. Was it really neces. 
sary, as Professor Fontaine said, to avoid caviar during 
atomic explosions? And could the Minister of Housing 
have been serious when he said, “I hope we shall venture 
to reach high up into the air”? Surely such a backs-to. 
the-wall attitude was rather drastic, even for somebody) 
who had just been impressed and depressed by the Archi- 
tectural Review's attack on Subtopia? It turned out that 
Mr. Sandys merely wanted some high buildings in the city, 
instead of so many dreary slabs. His request was echoed 
in the MARS Group’s exhibition, “ Turn Again,” at the 
Royal Exchange. Meantime we mourned over the sad but 
inevitable news that the Shot Tower was to come down, 
overdrafts were to be more expensive and the Duke of 
Edinburgh was again playing Sunday polo. 


AUGUST 


This was the month when wigs 
were removed in the Law Courts 
and the rest of us tried to keep 
cool by discarding a few good 
intentions. There was just a 
chance, we thought, that if we 
didn’t try to win 5,000 dollars by 
replanning Manhattan, or £250 by 
designing a professional man’s 
house, we might survive until the 
normal British summer set in. But 
even the news of the month seemed designed to keep us hot. 
Victor Borge, we read, had played a frozen piano in Italy; 
the French were making too much wine; the American 
Navy had enough tinned hamburgers to last them for 
thirty-five years, and in Britain attempts were being made 
to harness the atom to the laudable task of preserving 
bottled beer. While you were dreaming of that perfectly 
dinky bathing wrap described in Good Housekeeping—* a 
bishop’s chasuble cut a little longer and lined with towel- 
ling ’—the news seemed to go limp in the heat. Unless of 
course, Mr. Dulles really said “A peaceful world is not 
possible if people resort to war.” And it is, presumably, 
just possible that the student who worked on a building 
site, and told the Manchester Guardian all about it. could 
have been given “ one-ton lintels ” to carry and sent down 
“an 18-ft. trench” to lay drain-pipes. But the announce- 
ment of a cat-sitting service in Hampstead would have 
strained credulity even in cooler weather, and it was a relief 
to hear of one good deed which glistened in a scorching 
world. Worthing Council had solved their slum problem 
in one day. In future, they said, the word “ slums ” would 
be deleted from their minutes, and replaced by the more 
suitable term, “ unfit houses.” 
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SEPTEMBER 


Do architects know what they 
ought to know, and would they ite 
know where to file it if they did? 
The JOURNAL editors think they 
don’t and wouldn’t, and this 
month the AJ Research Board 
was set up to appoint someone to 
help them. Meanwhile you drifted 
along in your usual aimless way, 
wondering where you had put last 
week’s issue. You remembered 
unrolling it, of course, because it’s less of a nuisance when 
it’s flat. Never mind, just time to dash off another rude 
letter about Tees-side architects before lunch, and then 
back to the drawing-board—or would it be more fun to 
pop round to the Bedford College witch-hunt, and help to 
find some Reds at the Regional Planning Conference? 
Perhaps, however, you were disgusted by the anonymous 
branding of a handful of well-known architects. If so, you 
will have seen nothing sinister in Mr. Kucherenko’s 
sampling of potato crisps at an old people’s home in Stoke 
Newington. What is more, you sentimental old thing, you 
probably had a quiet weep just now over the Ministry of 
Housing’s pamphlet on how to evict families pleasantly. 
And no doubt your conventional gorge rose at the news 
that the Earl of Harewood had been drinking rice wine in 
his socks. It did? You sound to me, sir, like the gentleman 
who toid the Daily Telegraph it was most unsporting of the 
BBC to broadcast Stravinsky immediately after Beethoven. 
Real sportsmanship was, of course, still on the way out. 
Not only did the Southend bowls team have to be rebuked 
for “ playing in exposed braces,” but someone was cad 
enough to quote Sir Richard Acland when he said: “ Every 
time I say anything, it looks rather silly when quoted.” 
If Sir Richard had been on the alert, he would have heard 
to his relief that “ Some people like to chew string ” (Lord 
Chief Justice Goddard); “ The Foreign Office don’t know 
any secrets” (A. J. P. Taylor); and “ Popcorn,” in the 
words of Faber Birren, “ may not have much taste if eaten 
on a roller coaster.” 





OCTOBER 


Should she marry him? The 
talking-point of the month was 
reduced by the Press, with its 
“customary courtesy” (the 
words of the Palace scribe) to the 
level of the prying gossip column. 


The final announcement from 
Clarence House shocked the 
ignorant, angered the  anti- 


clerical, strengthened the faithful, 

and left the merely curious to fill 

the sudden gap in their lives with Johnnie Ray, who had 
returned to the London Palladium. Those who craved for 
more intellectual sensationalism will not easily forget the 
mounting excitement as the government changed import 
duties on dried citrus fruit peels, the National Canine 
Defence League produced a scheme for “ dog’s conveni- 
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ences in streets and squares,” and the RIBA put on an 
exhibition of pulverized fuel ash. In all this gay activity 
you may have missed the ABT’s sad statement that “a 
senior architect today is getting £600 a year less than he 
should.” Whoever he was he must have been pleased to 
hear that “ Value For Money ” would be discussed at the 
next British Architects’ Conference—until he realized that 
he was supposed to be at the giving end. Did he permit 
himself to smile when the Inland Revenue agreed to com- 
pensate tax-collectors injured by assault? Or was he, like 
the rest of us, too depressed by the housing subsidy cuts, 
with their threat of more spec. building and less employ- 
ment for architects? There was, of course, the reassuring 
thought that labour exchanges now had two and a half 
jobs for every applicant. Even that half job, we reflected, 
would be better than no job at all, which is what the City 
of London Corporation were offering after seeing a short 
list of potential city architects. Not a good month in some 
ways, but memorable for one thing—the opening of Pro- 
fessor Pevsner’s Reith lectures on the Englishness of 
English Art and the Griddishness of English Architecture. 


NOVEMBER 


This was the month when Krush- 
chev forgot himself. “ Our coun- 
try,” he said, “is not yet a 
paradise.” Who could blame the 
French for trying to prevent 
the newly-sacked Moscow archi- 
tect from going back to such a 
place? He would surely have 
been happier in the Arcadian 
atmosphere of East Berlin, where 
cing-a-ring o’-roses had just been © 5 °e 
banned as a “ non-combative sport,” or even in Australia, 
an architect's Utopia where the jobs were queueing up for 
the men. Britain, of course, was not yet far enough up the 
stairway to paradise, though she was coming along very 
nicely: British Railways had decided to promote all third- 
class passengers to second-class and Lambeth Borough 
Council had offered ratepayers a trip round the sewers and 
the municipal rubbish dump, so they could see how their 
money was spent. November was also a month of wise say- 
ings. President C. H. Aslin said (in effect) that he dis- 
approved of the drawing-factory pyramid; Diana Dors de- 
clared that men were fools, and a Willesden magistrate 
decided that “ a pedestrian could not possibly be a vehicle.” 
Wise sayings were equalled by wise actions Dr. J. L. 
Martin and Basil Spence were offered the chairs of archi- 
tecture at Cambridge and Leeds respectively: exhibitors at 
the Building Exhibition put top-storeys on their stands 
and retired to them for a fortnight or so, and the Funeral 
Service Journal published what must have been its biggest- 
ever circulation booster—a letter with the spine-chilling 
title of “ Greetings From Down Under.” Although at this 
time geiger-counters were busy in Western Europe, measur- 
ing the increased atomic radiation in rainfall, no one in 
Parliament seemed very keen on the Clean Air Bill. Per- 
haps M.P.s prefer a whiff of something with their air; if so 
they will have appreciated the Confucian remark of the 
month from one of their colleagues. “ It is a sad woman,” 
said Mrs. Lena Jeger. “ who buys her own perfume.” 
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DECEMBER 


Prince Rainier II, of Monaco, 
ushered in the season of goodwill 
by saying he could never live with 
someone with big feet and no 
character. How, we wondered, 
could we hope for peace on earth 
if people went out of their way 
to irritate its larger-footed clods? 
ASTRAGAL, who is, of course, 
bursting with charity to all but 
the undeserving for eleven months 
of the year, always digs up reserves of goodwill in the 
twelfth month and dispenses it regardless. This December 
found him beaming toothily at the news of Professor 
Richardson’s re-election as Academy President, the season- 
able advertisement in the Stage for “ a sensational sex play, 
wanted for immediate tour” and the exposure by the TV 
Brains Trust of the myth of Father Christmas. Other people 
were wearing their festive manners more convincingly: 
ARCUK told architects they needn’t bother to plug manu- 
facturers’ goods on ITV; the barid of the Manchester Regi- 
ment gave a concert to raise cash for newly-released Ger- 
man war-prisoners, and private architects writing to the 
JOURNAL sniped more politely than usual at the dread 
public-office poachers. Most generous of all, an atomic 
scientists’ bulletin, anxious that its glad tidings should be 
widely shared, offered a year’s subscription on special 
Christmas-gift terms. AASTRAGAL dipped into the current 
issue and emerged from some statistics about “ outfall 
effects” in sharp disagreement with Henri-Georges 
Clouzout. “Fear,” said that professional thrill-maker, 
“when it is over, is the most soothing emotion of all.” 
It was easy to see why Harry Hall, of Miami, who had filed 
a claim to the moon earlier in the year, had already sold 
2,000 hundred-acre plots. But did the would-be escapists 
want their money back when the Astronomer Royal said 
that interplanetary travel was utter bilge? Or did they 
agree with the editor of the Sunday Express that “ mankind 
moves slowly upwards to the stars?” Some people, of 
course, move more slowly. than others—as we were re- 
minded by the RIBA’s decision to give Gropius the annual 
gold medal, the Daily Mail Year Book’s nomination of 
Bob Hope, Peter Scott and Lord Clyde as men of the year, 
and the belated recognition that what Clement Attlee most 
richly deserved was a place in the House of Lords. It is 
fitting that I should leave you with these success stories 
fresh in your minds. But if you want a Message to take 
you into 1956, let me tell you that “the success of Gina 
Lollobrigida is solely due,” in the words of Junge Welt, 
“to the fact that she comes from the people.” That, I 
realize, is the one qualification my readers lack. Without 
it your only hope of happiness is to live a decent life 
according to the IUA’s newly-compiled code of behaviour, 
and, if you have big feet and no character, to steer clear of 
Prince Rainier III, of Monaco. A happy and successful 
new year to you all.

Will this wide 
interest in the appearance of our towns and 
villages lead to greater vigilance in 1956 by 
local authorities and by other responsible bodies 
and individuals? Our hope that this will be so 
is strengthened by the interest shown in Subtopia 
by the Ministers of the two departments in a 
position to do something about it. Here, in their 
New Year messages to the JOURNAL, they each 
refer to the importance of seeing that visual 
outrages are checked. 


THE MINISTER OF WORKS, PATRICK 
BUCHAN-HEPBURN, WRITES : 
Ruskin declared that there were two duties 
respecting national architecture whose im- 
portance it was impossible to overrate: 
** the first, to render the architecture of the 
day, historical; and, the second, to preserve, 
as the most precious of inheritances, that of 
past ages.” 

I believe it is by the way that we carry out 
these responsibilities and face the problems 
that they raise that our generation will be 


judged. The publication of ‘ Outrage ” 


last year did a great deal to show how easily 
and how rapidly our inheritance may be 
destroyed. The complexity of modern life 
has made the problems involved more acute 
—and the need to find solutions more 
pressing. 

I trust that our age may find the true solu- 
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tions and so come to deserve the thanks of 
future generations.

I am glad of this opportunity, at the opening 
of the New Year, to express to your readers 
my appreciation of the important part 
which the ARCHITECTS’ JOURNAL Is playing 
in stimulating interest in architectural 
values and in combating ugliness in all its 
forms, in both town and countryside. 

It would be unfair to underrate the efforts 
which have been made in different quarters 
to tackle this problem in recent years. For 
example, the design of council building, 
particularly houses and schools, has indis- 
putably improved out of all recognition; 
while the favourable response which I am 
receiving from local authorities to my 
request to them to establish green belts is 
also most encouraging. Yet there undoubt- 
edly remains an enormous amount more to 
be done. 

The recent publication of ‘‘ Outrage ”’ per- 
formed a valuable service in focusing atten- 
tion on the need to eliminate clutter and 
unsightliness of every kind; and those re- 
sponsible for this initiative are to be warmly 
congratulated. 

However, as I stressed in a speech last sum- 
mer to the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects, it is not enough to guard against fresh 
enormities, or even to remove those which 
exist. We must, as far as possible, see that 
all new construction, not only does not mar, 
but positively enhances, the beauty and 
interest of its environment. 

Government departments and local authori- 
ties with their large programme of building 
and road construction have, of course, a 
heavy responsibility for maintaining high 
standards in architectural design and plan- 
ning and a duty to ensure that their own 
contribution is a worthy one. 

But, in the long run, improvement will be 
achieved not so much by official action as 
by overcoming public indifference. I, there- 
fore, welcome the help of the ARCHITECTS’ 
JourNaL and others who, in their various 
ways, are endeavouring to educate opinion 
and to awaken the civic pride and con- 
sciousness of the community.

On Finding Oneself Out of Date 
I think I ought to tell you of the memorable experience of 
finding oneself out of date. The experience in my case 
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belongs to the last five years or so. | am not referring ‘to 
the fact that “ Metron” has published an article on the 
historiography of architecture “dal Pevsner allo Zevi,” nor 
to the fact that in all my former specialities there are 
younger scholars who have comfortably out-specialized me

ville, Minnesota, and Johnson’s Soanian guest-house, and 
the pretty cottages and flats with low-pitched roofs, and 
some of the pretty, small motifsof Mr. Gibberd. Now to me 
that is Neo-Art Nouveau or Neo-Tessenow of about 1912, 
or Neo-Lutyens. But however you may describe these 
changes, their outcome is something I would call emphatic- 
ally no longer modern, not in the sense of outmoded, but 
in the sense of post-modern. The term shows up the absur- 
dity of the thought. Obviously I was reversing the truth. It 
is I who am no longer modern. Admittedly I find myself not 
without company. For the Pimlico flats to me are modern 
all right; so are the new LCC estates, the foyers and stair- 
cases of the Festival Hall, Mr. Bunshaft of Skidmore 
Owings and Merrill, the Olivetti Building at Milan, and 
Hunstanton School. And woe to him who would dare to list 
the Smithsons with the out-of-date. So there are here only 
two possibilities. Either Le Corbusier and Breuer are devia- 
tionists, or Mr. Bunshaft and I are reactionaries, putting up 
a fight to maintain outmoded standards—standards created 
(as I ought to be the last to deny) as long as fifty or at least 
forty years ago. It looks alarmingly as if the second part of 
the alternative represents the truth. I am what the Neo- 
Palladians and the Neo-Georgians were in the face of the 
up-and-coming Modern Movement. But where then does 
Mr. de Soissons stand? And where the PRA? Surely this is 
getting out of hand. If I am not careful in these undiscip- 
lined speculations I shall find myself shoulder by shoulder 
with Professor Richardson. The mind boggles at such per- 
spectives and boggling is a bad thing for your and my 
health immediately after the seasonal celebrations. 





H.J. WHITFIELD LEWIS 


Whitfield Lewis has been principal housing architect of the LCC since 
1950: currently has a staff of 30 architects and a yearly building 
programme of £20m. Born in 1911 at Chepstow; father ran a 
furnishing store. Art master at Monmouth School suggested he should 
become an architect. Studied at the Welsh School of Architecture, Cardiff. 
After qualifying, in 1934, worked for Joseph Emberton on buildings for 
the Blackpool Pleasure Beach (two months); then moved to Sydney 
Trent’s office at Gaumont British, working on cinemas at Camden Town 
and Lewisham (his thesis had been on cinema design). After one year 





coined Erich Mendelsohn and Serge Chermeyeff (swimming pool for 
Bexhill Pavilion—never built; house in Church Street, Chelsea ; 
Gilbey’s offices, Camden Town). Stayed on with Chermeyeff after Mendel- 
sohn went to the States in 1936 (worked on his house at Halland, also 
ICI buildings at Huddersfield). Foined Norman and Dawbarn in 1938 
(worked on Ringway Airport). During the war worked at Short’s 
aircraft) drawing office, Rochester. Returned to Norman and Dawbarn 
after the war to take charge of their housing work (housing in St.Pancras, 
Hackney and Lansbury). Admires work of Aalto and Markelius: would 
like to design comprehensive school. Married to architect in private 
practice. Three children: David, 17; Bronwen, 13; Victoria, 6. Lives 
ina Decimus Burton house in St. Fohn’s Wood. Likes sailing (18-ft. 
Tornado at Hampton last season), carpentry (built in furniture), Hi-Fi 
music (semi-contemporary British composers), and jugged hare. 


We asked Whitfield Lewis, who has now been principal 
housing architect of the LCC for five years, to say some- 
thing about the work of his department. 


Five Years of LCC Housing 
The beginning of 1956 marks the end of the first five years 
of the new LCC Housing Division. This period has also 
given me my first experience as an official architect and has 
shown me that the considerable organizational and human 
problems of the large public office which is attempting to 
do creative and socially important work can only be solved 
if: 
(a) As head of a division you guide its policy only in the 
broadest sense and keep relationships correct. 
(b) You keep groups small, put the best men in charge and 
give them the greatest possible freedom within a carefully 
considered framework of technical standards. 
(c) You aim at securing the proper recognition of group 
kaders and their staff as being at least equivalent to the 
set-up of a medium-sized private firm. (Many of my groups 
are running jobs totalling £3 to £5 million.) 
(d) You set up a development and information group to 
co-ordinate technical standards and keep them constantly 
under review, at the same time encouraging the design 
groups to produce new ideas. 
The removal of licensing has produced the present over- 
loading of the building industry, resulting in many young 
architects being drawn away from the public offices to 
better paid jobs with private firms. Public authorities will 
do well to heed this tendency if they do not wish to see the 
hard-won high standards of public architecture achieved 
since 1945 drop again to mediocrity. 
Looking back over the last five years’ work it is satisfying 
to see the “ mixed development” idea initiated in 1950 
really beginning to change the London scene and not only 
at Roehampton. Tall blocks with their complement of 
maisonettes and terrace houses are now to be seer in Cam- 
berwell, Lambeth and Hackney. There is also a new type of 
mixed development coming forward in the form of a com- 
bination of rehabilitation and conversion of existing pro- 
perty with new building, such as is proposed at the 
Brandon Estate, Southwark. 
I feel, however, that an equally important contribution is 
being made in the experimental contract at Picton Street, 
Camberwell, which has been publicized recently. The idea 
of nominating the contractor at a stage early enough to 
make him a member of the design team is a revolutionary 
cne in relation to accepted practices of municipal competi- 
tive tendering. I am sure that it is only by some such 
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method of architect-engineer-contractor collaboration that 
the potentialities of new materials and building techniques 
can be realized, leading to improved standards, speed of 
construction and a rationalization of building costs. If the 
early promise of this experiment is fulfilled I hope to see 
an extension of such collaboration in the future. 





EDMUND HOWARD 


Edmund Howard, a surveyor by training, has been chairman of the City 
of London Real Property Company, Ltd., for the past fifteen years 
with his office in part of Dunster House (Mark Lane) which he, 
as a partner of Howard, Souster and Fairbairn (in whose Piccadilly 
office he spends the rest of each week), helped to design. Born in 1881, one 
of 14 children. He was articled to a surveyor in the West End. 
At 22 he joined Lavarack as partner, and during the next 14 years 
bought up a lot of Golders Green (south of the Garden Suburb) and 
developed it. Became partner of Souster in 1921 and was responsible for 
such pre-war projects as Lambeth Bridge House, Hobart House, Walsing- 
ham House and Haddon House in London; Speeke Aerodrome and Ryton 
Works in Coventry, and Vauxhall Motors factory at Luton. Post-war 
work (for the £22m. property-owning City of London Real Property 
Company which he joined as a director in 1937) includes Kings Beam 
House, 13, Fenchurch Avenue, 9-11 Billater Square—aill in the City. 
Married with no children; divides his leisure time between town flat 
in Arlington House, with a fine view over Green Park, and country 
house at Downside, Leatherhead. 


The photographs on page 76 and overleaf show that the 
City of London Real Property Company has suddenly im- 
proved the design of buildings for which it is responsible. 
“Is this a change of heart?” we asked Mr. Howard, the 
company’s chairman. He said it was not, and below he 
gives reasons for the change. 
Why I Haven’t Built as I Wished 

The City of London Real Property Company Limited, of 
which I am Chairman, lost more property during the war 
than any other private property organization. During the 
latter years of the war I endeavoured to plan for the 
future and arrive at a development programme that would 
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The first (lop) and second (bottom) projects for Fenchurch Street. 


See column on right. 
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bring back the Company’s property into use as soon as 
practicable, to relieve the acute shortage of available office 
accommodation. 

Whilst I achieved success with the reinstatement of nine 
badly-damaged properties, varying in cost from £10,000 


to £100,000 approximately, all of which were finished 
before 1950, I found that actual rebuilding was controlled 
so drastically from the financial and Town Planning points 
of view that it was well nigh impossible to build as I would 
have wished. 

There were three main influences at this time in the design- 
ing of buildings. 

First, the licensing restrictions. Although reasonable alloca- 
tions of finance and materials were allowed to cities such as 
Plymouth and Coventry, the City of London was not de- 
signated a§ a blitzed city and, in consequence, building 
had to be cut to the minimum, and licences were only 
granted where cost could be kept down. Consequently, 
many materials used were chosen, not so much because 
they were right for the work, but because they permitted 
the total cost to be reduced to within the licensing 
allowance. 








Secondly, the local authorities’ regulations were passing 
through a phase where the requirements changed rapidly, 
and most architects were finding that more time was being 
spent in obtaining concrete consents and approvals than ip 
the actual designing of the buildings. For example, in the 
larger City buildings the application of fire-fighting regu. 
lations have changed so rapidly that on three major build. 
ings erected since 1950, the regulations for each building 
are quite different, although the buildings are comparable 
in extent and identical in use. 

Thirdly, the planning regulations varied on every project 
developed—with each building conforming to new stan. 
dards, generally more difficult to comply with. The appli- 
cation of these restrictions is now such that it is virtually 
impossible to redevelop a small site, and it does appear 
that in years to come the Company will be forced to 
modernize rather than rebuild their older smaller buildings 
within their existing shells, unless a more sensible approach 
is made by the City Planning Authority and the LCC. 
125/135, Fenchurch Street (illustrated left) and the 
Minories project (shown on page 76) are some of the 
first of the Company’s new buildings to go forward where 
(1) the site is large enough to shake off the onerous restric- 
tions of planning legislation sufficiently to produce an 
economical building as well as a satisfactory design, and 
(2) where it is possible to build without having to consult 
the appropriate Ministries, either on the money spent or on 
the materials used. 

As far as 125/135, Fenchurch Street is concerned, the 
first project developed by the Company’s architect, W. H. 
Rogers, was on a smaller site, and by the time planning re- 
striction angles and ancient light angles were observed, the 
block form had to have setbacks from the Ist to the 7th 
floors to produce an economical area of lettable floor 
space. The Company were appreciative of the fact that 
the resulting building would have no particular merit, and 
in consequence, started extensive negotiations with adjoin- 
ing owners to extend the site to such a size that the present 
development (Architect, W. H. Rogers: Consultant, Sir 
Howard Robertson) could be produced. 

Similarly, in the Minories project the Company have had 
the opportunity to embark on an open development, pro- 
viding accommodation with first-class lighting throughout, 
excellent services, and no enclosed lighting areas. 


FREDERICK GIBBERD 





Frederick" Gibberd, architect-planner of Harlow New Town since 1947; 
planning consultant to the borough councils of Edmonton, St. Pancras, 
Nuneaton and Doncaster and in private practice since 1930, was born 
at Coventry in 1908. First became aware of the architect’s role when 
his father refused to pay the contractor because the new billiards room 
lacked battlements on the parapet. Trained at Birmingham. Once 
principal of the AA; still lectures for fun, believes that post-elementary 
teaching should be by the high-powered men—as in medicine—and that 
students should be associated with an office throughout training. Member 
RIBA Council and RFAC. Staff includes two partners (one partner takes 
work to contract stage, the other handles contract supervision); leaving him 
two days a week at the drawing board; also five associates and 35 
assistants: office a Georgian house in an area known by London 
gourmets, Percy Street, may be remembered by some as the one-time 
location of the Sunshine Club. An architectural event of the year was 
the completion of the first market square buildings at Harlow: believes 
in his new town to the extent of having opened branch office there. Would 
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like to re-design London Airport, but feels the present terminal buildings 
are successful in that (a) passengers pass through a fine room (concourse), 
(b) there is about to be ample grandstand view for aircraft watchers, 
c) the identity of a plane-load of passengers is preserved throughout the 
} hour clearance time in either direction. Spent three weeks last year 
judging competition designs for Cairo Airport, from an all-Egyptian 
(stipulated) entry of 14 (“‘ pulled out a very fine design.) Lives in 
Hampstead cultivating old English flowers in a } acre garden, but prefers 
shifting muck. Ambition is to buy country estate (when he has made good) 
with a derelict garden. Likes his wife’s cooking, driving fast cars, cigars 
(when they don’t appear ostentatious) Brahms. They have son, Geoffrey, 9 
and daughter Catherine 7. Main hobbies are measuring piazzi and 
collecting paintings with three conditions: the artist must be British, 
alive and the work not in oils. In twenty years has collected 50 to 60 
paintings —representative of work by “ all the boys.” 


This year Frederick Gibberd has seen the opening of his

Let’s Value Our Achievements 


| suppose one should give an opinion on some topic of the 
year like the abandonment of competitive tendering for 
negotiated contracts, or the need for a trade union, or the 
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value of practical training to students. I would not admit 
that I do not find these subjects of absorbing interest (who 
on the RIBA Council could afford to do so?) but I would 
prefer to comment on a subject so obscure that it is almost 
non-existent: the appreciation of modern British architec- 
ture. 

I believe the architectural achievement of this country 
during the last decade to have been quite remarkable. And 
yet what is the reaction to it? With the general public, not 
even apathy: complete indifference. With the more en- 
lightened few and within the profession itself there is an 
inferiority complex, a self-abasement, which is well nigh 
pathological. 

Maybe architecture is ioo difficult a subject for popular 
journalism, but I suspect it could be news in the hands of 
competent journalists—certainly it has a press in Denmark, 
with the consequence that the public know about new 
buildings and know about architects. But with more serious 
journalism and with criticism generally the situation is 
almost as depressing. Architectural critics of real distinc- 
tion are so few (and the few there are like John Summerson 
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seem to stop short at the nineteenth century—perhaps they 
number too many friends amongst architects) that J. M. 
Richards is a very rare bird indeed. Criticism for the most 
part is limited to a sheep-like acclamation of those build- 
ings that exhibit a very limited range of cliches drawn from 
either Le Corbusier’s fagade patterns or the so-called struc- 
tural expressions of Mies van der Rohe. 

The great body of British architecture remains unnoticed- 

excepting, of course, technical descriptions in architectural 
papers, linked to the advertising. And yet what an achieve- 
ment it is. In housing we have pioneered the principle of 
mixed development. Nowhere can more interesting, more 
varied and more human schemes be found. It is true that 
South America has produced some spectacular flat schemes 
but these are generally isolated prestige buildings often 
riding rough-shod over economics or the way of life of the 
family. True, too, that there is some fine housing in North 
America, but the great body of house design is limited to 
the detached bungalow and layout to the cul-de-sac. 

_In industry we have produced a wonderful variety of design 
ranging from heavy industrial groups, like steelworks, to 
light engineering; and again not just a few isolated examples 
but a high general standard of design—there is nowhere in 
the world a better industrial estate than at Crawley—except 
perhaps Harlow. Then there has been the brilliant schools 
programme, which will be equalled by health building when 
this has got under way. 

Economics have held back entertainment buildings but the 
Festival of Britain and the Royal Festival Hall demon- 
strate our capabilities. In the wider field of town design we 
have rejected superficial or autocratic plan patterns, like 
the grid iron and the hexagon, for the organic system based 
on the planning survey. In consequence we do not need to 
search amongst the back numbers of glossy journals for 
our achievements, we can, at places like Coventry and 
Lansbury, walk about inside them. 

A New Year resolution: let us value our achievement. 


HENRY-RUSSELL HITCHCOCK 


Henry-Russell Hitchcock, architectural historian, professor of art at 
Smith College, Northampton, Mass. (one of the big seven of American 
women’s institutions with university status) since 1948, is currently on a 
Sabbatical year’s leave of absence in Europe, fulfilling a ten-year-old 
promise to Penguin Books to write the book on Architecture of the 19th 
and 2oth Centuries for their 50-volume Pelican History of Art. This week 
will find him doing research somewhere between Copenhagen, Vienna and 
Rome. Born in Boston, Mass. in 1903, and moved to Plymouth (Mass.) 
when he was five: can trace maternal descent from 13 Mayflower 
ancestors (is now a trustee of the Pilgrim Society of Plymouth). His 
mother wanted him to be a teacher because she liked the idea of long 
vacations, but it was the low state of architectural education in the 1920's 
and the subsequent slump that turned him from architecture to teaching 
(subsequent to taking an AB at Harvard and studying briefly in the 
school of architecture there). Taught at Weslyan University for 20 
years (1929 to 1948), MIT (1946 to 1948), Yale and NYU. Has also 
prepared exhibitions starting with the first “‘ International Exhibition of 
Modern Architecture” (with Philip Johnson) at the Museum of Modern 
Art, New York, in 1932: currently “ Built in USA” is touring in 
Italy and “ Latin-American Architecture since 1945 ” is at the Museum 
of Modern Art in New York. First book—in French—was on Frank 
Lloyd Wright, in 1928; two latest are Victorian Architecture in 
Britain, 1955, and Latin-American Architecture since 1945. Best 
known for Modern Architecture, 1929; The International Style, 


1932; Architecture of H. H. Richardson and his Times, 1936; 
In the Nature of Materials, and The Buildings of Frank Lloyd 
Wright, 1941. 


Here are Professor Hitchcock’s replies to questions put t 
him by Sam Lambert. 


What Makes Latin American Architecture so Successful! 
One thing which makes it so successful, I should say, 
is the extraordinary rapidity with which young architegts 
get to work. Vegas, in Caracas, you see is about 27, whereas 
in this country the leaders of architecture, almost without 
exception, are men of from 45 to 55. In Latin America ap 
architect of 55 is a grand old man. Two of them are vey 
good, Costa, in Rio, is extremely good, so also is Villanner, 
in Venezuela. Niemeyer is 46, and you have to remember 
that Niemeyer’s career was not in the least interrupted by 
the war. He appeared on the scene in 1937, which is, roughly 
speaking, when people who are now the leaders of the pro. 
fession here appeared. Instead of having a war come along 
in two years, which stopped all building, followed by a 
period of extremely restricted building Niemeyer has gone 
from strength to strength without any break at all. So there 
is one difference, I think. The biographical situation, so to 
say, is different. The new architecture, or whatever you 
want to call it, reached Latin America just about the same 
time as it reached here, but there was no interruption. 
Another condition is this: that although in fact the Latin 
American countries, except for Venezuela, are not very 
well off, they are by nature very spendthrifty. No dictator 
is happy unless he has embarked on a vast university or a 
series of housing developments to which his name can be 
attached; so you have in the very social immaturity of these 
countries conditions more conducive to elaborate architec- 
tural expression than the bureaucratized state. 


Do You Think that the Larger City Offices that are Going Up 
in London are going to be Monuments in any Sense ? 


That is one of the peculiarities of the situation here. They 
seem to be monuments solely to an insurance company. 
That is something I do not altogether understand. It is 
also true in the States that most big buildings eventually 
belong to insurance companies (it is advisable for tax 
reasons). Even if you build a building yourself, you then 
sell it to an insurance company so that you can count the 
rent off. But it certainly does not seem to lie with the in- 
surance companies to call the architectural tune in America. 


Who will be the Best Influences in this Country ? 
I haven’t any idea. The men who were the most con- 
spicuous in the mid-30’s, and the great innovators 20 years 
ago have, in several cases, found themselves in positions 
which will confine them for life. If Leslie Martin had not 
opted to become a professor at Cambridge, he would pre- 
sumably have gone on indefinitely being head of the LCC 
organization which is turning out as good work as anybody 
in this country. And take the case of Powell and Moya: they 
appeared only after the war, but their career is cut out for 
them more or less indefinitely. It will be quite a few years 
before Pimlico is complete and, by the natural set-up of 
things, when they do other work it will tend to be schools, 
hospitals and large projects of that kind. I suspect that when 
more personal sorts of architecture are needed it is likely 
to be done by people who have not been already “ typed,” 
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so to say. For good or for bad English architecture since 
the war has come very close to being what Gropius thinks 
modern architecture should be—a largely anonymous satis- 
faction of major social needs. If you think back over the 
history of English architecture you will realize that various 
earlier periods have shown a great capacity for that kind 
of anonymous work. It is obviously true of the Tudor 
period and of the Georgian period. By late Georgian 
times a builder like Cubitt could produce extremely high- 
grade work in vast quantities, and even as late as the 50’s 
something was left of that tradition. But when you speak 
of the English architecture of the 18th century you 
are also rather likely to think of Vanbrugh or Adam or 
Soane, and of the three only Adam was in the least involved 
with that kind of urbanism. If you had a Soane or a 
Vanbrugh today what would you do with them? Some 
people would say that the conditions of the modern world 
make it impossible to have highly personal architecture. 
This is a somewhat difficult thesis to maintain in a world 
that contains Frank Lloyd Wright and Le Corbusier. The 
other thing such people claim with more justice is that the 
conditioning of almost all architects educated since the 
mid-30’s discourages them from any sort of personal ex- 
pression and enforces upon them the conviction that it is 
wicked or contrary to the times. That attitude has been 
largely maintained by force of necessity by all the archi- 
tects who are known here for their post-war work. It does 
not seem that any of them would profit now from an oppor- 
tunity to exploit personal expression: they have built up 
organizations which depend on team work, in the Gropius 
manner. Moreover, they have no evidence that there are 
any clients here who want a more personal architecture. 
Could you sell Rondchamp to an English bishop? No. On 
the other hand, Niemeyer’s church at Pampulha wasn’t 
sold to the bishop either. It got built but not consecrated. 
Have you anybody here who would build a Wright house— 
a house, I mean, of that degree of intense personality and 
expensiveness. If so, I don’t know who it is. Have you com- 
panies like Lever Brothers, which is, after all, British or 
one-third so at any rate, or Seagram’s, which is Canadian, 
who are interested that their head offices in London, Man- 
chester or Liverpool should represent any powerful archi- 
tectural expression? Apparently not: or not yet. 

Suppose the Rootes Group wished to build a technical 
institution comparable to the General Motors Technical 
Institute of Eero Saarinen, who would they turn to? Well, 
at the extreme right, Sir E. Owen Williams, I suppose; if 
they were somewhat more adventurous they would prob- 
ably turn to somebody like Farmer & Dark. If they were 
still more adventurous they might turn to ACP. On the 
other hand, if it were a matter of building something like 
Wright’s Guggenheim Museum, I do not think there is any- 
one in the country, except Lubetkin, that one would be able 
to turn to. However, if you were extremely adventurous 
you might turn to the Smithsons or to other architects of 
their age. 
There is one vast monumental project going forward which 
was the result of a post-war competition, namely, Coventry 
Cathedral. It looks to me like the sort of thing that would 
have been exciting if it had been built in 1925, but it 
certainly lacks the clarity of conception of the Smithsons’ 
project for Coventry Cathedral, which I think is one of 
their most interesting projects. I prefer it to some of their 





later and more specifically New Brutalist projects, such a 
the Golden Lane scheme or the Leeds University scheme 
Isn't the British temperament rather content with the 
safe today? No one could possibly hope to explain 
this, and yet it is a phenomenon that every American 
coming here notices—the excessive docility of peopk 
here. But the real point is the current British fear of flam. 
boyance; and where flamboyance exists, as in person like 
Churchill, it is clearly the flamboyance of an earlier period 
(Philip Johnson has infuriated Wright by saying tha 
Wright is the greatest architect of the 19th Century; for 
Wright’s exuberance and intense individuality seem to 
belong, even in America, to an earlier period than the 
present.) While one can admire the Smithsons’ desire to 
stick their necks out, one wishes that results were more 
evident; that is why I admire their possibly unbuildable 
Coventry project, because it had a flash of boldness about 
it and of directness, and I admire their Hunstanton school 
also, whose virtues seem to me to be real but much less 
personal. In fact, I tend to see it as more Miesian than it is, 
merely because I think its virtues are Miesian and the 
more personal touches on the whole less fortunate. You 
have there a building conceived in the most formalistic 
fashion as regards its major organization—and then you 
have those curious little wot-nots in front of it. | would have 
preferred to see the same kind of order applied to them as 
to the main structure. It is awkward, unfortunate, and 
unkind to have so much attention focused on the first work 
of young architects. It is a highly competent work, but I 
would like to have seen it followed up by two or three 
others, in which, at the very minimum, the architects would 
have obtained more experience before there was so much 
discussion. But that is what I think you are going to see 
a lot of in the next few years—people attempting things for 
which they have at the moment no sufficient practical 
preparation. There are going to be several years of growing 
pains. Yet maybe somebody new is starting off right now 
with something in the bag, and we don’t know it. * 


BRUCE MARTIN 


Bruce Martin has been head of the section for Modular Co-ordination 
Studies, an independent unit at the British Standards Institution for 
the last two years. Born at Clapham in 1917. His father was an 
electrical and mechanical engineer in Admiralty service, his mother was 
French. For first 10 years he lived in Admiralty dockyard at Ports- 
mouth. Decided to become architect at 11 and went to see Howard 
Robertson at the AA when 16. Entrance age limit of 18 left him with 
two years to fill in so joined father in Hong Kong, studying engineering 
at Hong Kong University (no architecture there then), also doing sketch 
plans for Chinese flats under a Belgian architect. Completed round the- 
world journey on Norwegian cargo ship to join AA under E. A. A. 
Rowse and the first term of unit system working. Spent war years in 
design office of Short Brothers (aircraft) at Rochester, joining apprentices 
in engineering night classes. Completed studies at AA, §th and 6th years, 
on his third-year Holloway scholarship awarded in 1939. Joined 
original Hertfordshire schools team in 1947 at suggestion of David Medd: 
spent next seven years designing schools, doing research into aspects of 
building. Early on took final B.Sc. (Engineering); failed in theory of 
structures. Joined BSI because he realised (a) that Hertfordshire 
building methods were applicable to other forms of construction and 
(b) there was no organised knowledge of modular co-ordination. 
He also wanted to study fundamental problems and other fields of 
building science. Works with team of four; his own office was once 
a bathroom on the fifth floor of Mayfair block of luxury flats. Married 
to Manchester-trained architect, once at BRS: daughter Susan 4}; 
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son Jonathan 2. Lives in a “ jerry built ” 1907 cottage at Much Hadham, 
Herts. Commuting gives him time to read agriculture, philosophy and 


mathematics. Likes gardening: dislikes slums, factory regimentation. 


Progress in Moduiar Co-ordination 

The programme of research on Modular Co-ordination, 
which was initiated by the BRS and BSI two years ago, has 
increased considerably in scope as a result of its being 
linked with a European programme under the OEEC. The 
documentary material collected during the first year of the 
project in the form of eleven national reports has now been 
summarized. An international report is to be published 
this year. It is to be the basis of a two-year building pro- 
gramme, in which each of the countries will construct build- 
ings to test a number of the principles that have emerged 
so far. These include the recognition of the function of 
reference grids in building, the methods for determining 
the sizes of modular components and considerations relating 
to site assembly. 

In this country the proper co-ordination of the dimensions 
of building components is the next step in the process of 
building standardization started about thirty years ago. 
By means of a reference system, sizes of components can 
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be chosen from a range of preferred sizes which are care- 
fully interrelated and part of a wider range of sizes selected 
for general use in building. Methodical research is revealing 
the basic factors involved and there now seems little doubt 
that an effective co-ordination of sizes of components is 
possible and can certainly assist the efficient production of 
buildings. But much more work will be required on the 
methods of jointing to be used, particularly with the newer 
systems of construction. This should benefit many archi- 
tects: both those who are obliged, it seems to me, to spend 
too much time on details of building construction and 
those who do not spend sufficient time. The study of 
modular co-ordination, like the work preparatory to the 
new BS range of colours and the sizes proposed for 
technical literature, is an example of research aimed at 
establishing fundamental standards for building. 1 believe 
it is in the interests of all architects to promote the rapid 
development of similar building science which has as its 
object the preparation of standards of building which we 
can all accept and use. In this way our daily routine tasks 
will be simplified and we should be able to devote more 
effort to understanding the genuine needs and requirements 
of those for whom we build.

lan Nairn, born 1930 in Bedford, “‘the most characterless county town in 
England ’’; migrated to West Surrey at 18 months; bred in the John Bet- 
jeman country, though did not know it at the time. “‘ Appalling local 
secondary schooling”’ gave him nothing but a mistrust of bogus organiza- 
tions. Passionate interest in aircraft led to being thrown out of more 
gerodromes in the country than anyone else, 1945-47. University 
1947-50, reading Mathematics (with increasing dislike, intensified after 
collision with furniture van); at same time University Air Squadron, 
frightening himself in Tiger Moths—nearly wrote off a good percentage 
of BIF crowd on second solo. Interest in architecture via music and 
painting (interested in topography and maps since able to read). Started 
at Norman and worked forwards. By end of University course (BA 
degree, no class of honours, and only just) was looking for Georgian 
churches and spatial sensations of all dates. Into RAF with permanent 
commission, pilot training 1950-52: at end of that time knew great deal 
about English provincial architecture and a little about how to fly 
Meteors. Fighter Squadron near Norwich 1952-53 (never lost in East 
Anglia: navigated by Perp. church towers. Ability as fighter pilot low.) 
Writing on architecture became all absorbing—unpublished and unfinished 
guide to Norwich, A section of it sent to Architectural Review— 
approved of; small writing commissions followed. This, and mounting 
frustration with Service life, led to resignation of commission and 
its acceptance after three months of Kafkaesque waiting at Nottingham. 
Several months of unemployment ended by Review offer to write Outrage 
issue—started 1954, finished spring of 1955. Result of travels has left 
him with a confirmed misanthropy and the basis for a grandiose book on 
English architecture, publishable 1990. Assistant editor (production) 
on Review since Fuly, 1954. 
Married 1950, ** tremendously happy; without two hearts and incomes 
beating as one none of metamorphoses would have been possible.” Foint 
obsession—seeing and writing about buildings, and yet more buildings. 
Hobbies—see obsession, also walking, flying (when he can get the money), 
travel anywhere (when he can get the time and the money), being an 
aesthete but not an arty-boy. Would like to own a St. Bernard. 
Favourite architects: Hawksmoor, C. R. Mackintosh and the present 
day LCC Schools Department. Best-disliked architects (dead): Sir 
Herbert Baker, Smirke, G. E. Street and the designer of Burghley. 
Cardinal failings: pride and intolerance. 
When lan Nairn spoke recently to a design association, Sir 
Hugh Casson complimented him on giving an address 
which no one could call inspiring. There is, indeed, nothing 
inspiring about Mr. Nairn’s subject—the Outrage of 
Subtopia—but perhaps the mood of desperation, rather 
than inspiration, in this New Year message from him is 
the mood we need if subtopian growth is to be checked. 
The Inevitability of Suburbia 
Subtopia is basically a problem of public taste and public 
greed—whether as individuals, private companies or 
governmient departments. We need a visual conscience to 
partner the social conscience that has grown up in the 
last century. This can and probably will be cultivated, 
but it will take another century—one generation to make 
the mess, one generation to realize that it is a mess, and 
one generation to find out how to clear it up. By then 
it will be too late, England will have gone under wire and 
concrete and rock gardens. Take a main road journey, 
say from London to Birmingham, along A5 and A45, 
and count up the depressing things that have been put up 
since 1945, as ten years’ worth: multiply by ten (or a bit 
more, as our population is still increasing) and imagine the 
result: is my baleful proposition true or false? 
Universal suburbia is inevitable, unless one of three un- 
likely things happens—the H-bomb, a twenty-five million 
emigration, or a slump so severe that it makes this country 
forget once and for all about being a Great Power and 
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settle down to the much harder job of being a civilized 
one. (The most intelligent suggestion I have heard in any 
discussion of “ Outrage” was that after the war there 
should have been four or five times the number of New 
Towns—but sited around Sydney and Toronto and Well- 
ington). Universal suburbia needn’t inevitably mean uni- 
versal mess, even if it involves giving all the housing 
managers and borough engineers in the country a forced 
holiday in Northern Switzerland to prove it. If there is 
only to be an illusion of rurality, let it be a successful 
illusion (much of the best of “rural” Surrey is just that 
already). And if there is already an indescribable mess, 
such as Thames-side Essex from Barking to Coryton, it 
is no use trying to tidy up: the best that could be done 
would only be one drop in the ocean. Accept the mess 
and the wealth of strange elements that unvarnished tech- 
nology provides, and create new landscape gardening. 
All this won’t happen, of course: we shall get instead an 
extension of the old muddle and plaintive voices in fifty 
years’ time saying “ Why wasn’t something done? 
There are two main reasons why. The first is that our 
senior civil servants just will not realize that planning is an 
activity—unlike any other governmental activity—that 
concerns and requires judgments on objects in three dimen- 
sions. In other words, using one’s eyes. Instead of actual 
situations and sites—Dartford, Midhurst, Market Weigh- 
ton—there are concepts and rules (as if one rule ever could 
apply to all the parts of the most varied country in the 
world). The moment “ permitted development” comes in 
at the front door, the genius loci leaves by the side en- 
trance. Secondly, planning, which is the one subject where 
there are no rules, and where compromise is impossible 
(you can’t have a field that is half Green Belt and half 
housing estate) is chained down at every stage to the most 
regulated and compromise-ridden of all English systems— 
local government. The unit—sub-committees of a borough 
or RDC—is too large to really be in touch with the inhabi- 
tants, too small to be free of petty jealousies about the 
work of the next borough or RDC. It won’t change, of 
course, but that makes it no better. I think it would be a 
fair paradox to say that in twentieth-century Britain all 
differentiation between one place and another was 
smoothed away by too much insistence on boundary lines. 
And so we say farewell to the finest landscape that western 
man ever created.

Frederick Leslie Wallis is President of the IOB for the second year in 
succession: he is also a director of the family building and contracting 
firm of G.E. Wallis and Sons Ltd., (2,000 employees, headquarters in 
London, branch offices at Maidstone, Truro, Newport, Gravesend), 
founded by his bricklayer grandfather, way back in the ’60’s. Born in 
Maidstone, 1896; has always lived there. Started training as an apprentice 
carpenter (“‘ one of the most accurate trades ”’) in 1914, served in France 
during the Great War, rejoined the firm in 1919 and became a director 
in 1926. Responsible for Shakespeare Memorial Theatre, Stratford-on- 
Avon, the Guards’ Memorial and the Royal Artillery Memorial in 
London: biggest job on hand is the Hampshire County Council Offices 
at Winchester. The job (and architecture) he liked best was Guy Dawber’s 
Foorde Alms Houses at Rochester, built in 1925. President of Southern 
Counties FBTE in 1937, NFBTE in 1943 and Maidstone and District 
Association of Building and Allied Trades in 1949 to 1951. O.B.E. for 
work as vice-chairman of the National Consultative Council of the 
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Building and Civil Engineering Industries. Married, with two sons in 
London office (two cousins also directors) and a daughter married to a 
farmer. Chairman of local housing committee, a town councillor for the 
last 10 years and a #. P. since 1940. Member of Maidstone Choral Union 
(bass) since 1920: at present rehearsing for spring performance of Elijah 
(favourite work, The Dream of Gerontius); also sings in Choir of All 
Saints, Maidstone, twice a day on Sundays. Likes golf (handicap 16), 
drives a Humber. 


F. Leslie Wallis, who for some years has been waiting 
to establish an adequate course of building education, 
writes here about the Board of Building Education which 
has been formed under his presidency by the IOB. 


The Institute of Builders, founded in 1834 as The Builders’ 
Society and incorporated in 1884 under its present title has, 
from its early days, been interested in building education at 
all levels. Its particular interest has always been in the 
training for management—the Master Builders of the 
future. With that end in view it established, in 1923, its 
annual examinations for the Licentiate and Associate 
diplomas. Candidates for these examinations are accepted 
only if they have had a good general and technical educa- 
tion and have already had some practical experience in the 
industry. By imposing these conditions, the Institute has 
ensured that all those who gain their diplomas are generally 
acknowledged to be potential Master Builders. The tech- 
nical schools and colleges have done a great work in the 
past in enabling students to obtain the knowledge neces- 
sary to fit them for the higher positions in industry. There 
is, however, a great difference in the type of courses pro- 
vided, many of which fall short of the requirements of the 
industry. It is also true that the history generally in the 
past has not taken the active interest in the education of 





the younger members that it should 
have done. Recently there have been 
definite signs that the industry is rea. 
lizing that if it is to play its proper part 
in the life of the country, it must see to 
it that the young men coming into 
building are properly trained. The big. 
gest weakness in our system has been 
that there has been no authority in the 
industry to whom problems on educa. 
tion could be referred. 

The past year has seen the setting up by 
my Institute of the Board of Building 
Education to advise on methods and 
standards of technical education and 
practical training for executive, ad- 
ministrative and management positions 
in building. The Board consists in the 
main of builders, but it includes repre- 
sentatives of the MOE, MOW, The 
Committee of Vice Chancellors and 
Principals of Universities of the United 
Kingdom, The Association of Princi- 
pals of Technical Institutes, the Asso- 
ciation of Teachers of Technical Insti- 
tutes, the RIBA and the NFBTO. 
Such a body must be acknowledged to 
be fully representative of all interests in 
building and education. It has been a 
great encouragement to me, as the first 
chairman of the Board, to receive a 
letter from the Minister of Educatién expressing his keen 
interest in the Board and its future. 

Among the subjects for early attention must be the idea of 
collaboration with architects and surveyors in training. For 
young men in the three branches of the industry to meet 
together whilst training must be to the advantage of all. 
Care must be taken to ensure that these advantages are not 
obtained by sacrificing any of the essential work which can 
best be done independently. It also has to be decided when 
this sharing of a course is most beneficial, i.e., in the first 
or last year, or perhaps as a post course study. It isa 
matter which requires very careful and detailed study. 
There are the young men who, having obtained their 
degrees at a University, decide to enter the building in- 
dustry. They are the very men the industry needs, yet it is 
more than difficult to point out to them a definite course of 
study which will satisfy their needs. There are “ sandwich” 
courses at some colleges where a student spends six months 
at college and six months in industry in each year of the 
course. There is a wide divergence of opinion as to the 
effectiveness of such courses. 

Recently, various courses for the training of general fore- 
men have been started; these must be co-ordinated and 
made available where required. 

The Board will be fully occupied in studying such problems 
and giving a lead which the industry and the technical 
colleges can follow. 

I am confident that the Board of Building Education will 
do a great work for the industry and that the efforts of the 
Institute of Builders in establishing it will be recognized 
as one of the most important contributions the Institute 
has made to increasing efficiency in building.

It is ONE MILE 
long. What could be more simple? This is a most important 
planning consideration since every scheme of this sort will be 
debated in committee and probably in Parliament. To be able 
to say that the project is ONE MILE long gives the committee man 
or politician something he really understands, something he can 
remember and quote.

High Holborn consists essentially of build- 
ings on either side of a ROAD. By this 
means residents and workers are enabled to 
walk to their own particular building without 
necessarily appearing to belong to the 
scheme until the very last second. This is an 
important point psychologically, for nothing 
could be more embarrassing than the furtive 
glance between two strangers in one of our 
modern layouts—the unspoken “So you too 
live in this ghastly set-up” (with the galling 
familiarity of presumptive assessment of in- 
come and habits). In High Holborn, on the 
other hand, you might be taken for a gentle- 
man farmer from Shropshire buying a clock- 
work train for his son. Suddenly you whip 
out your key and a second later you've 
slammed the door. You're in, you've made it. 
You have preserved SOMETHING intact 
and inviolate. 
On the basis that all housing schemes are 
wicked, but probably necessary, all we can 
do is to limit the despair, i.e., when the fore- 
ground is repeated in the middle distance and 
subsequently closes the horizon, you've got 
real despair. You know what's going to hap- 
pen, it’s all there in front of you, there is no 
point in moving. High Holborn, which you 
will remember is ONE MILE long, would, 
if treated in the modern manner, be abso- 
lutely intolerable. The architects have, how- 
ever, overcome this by designing every build- 
ing differently. This gives the illusion that 
it is inhabited by INDIVIDUALS and that 
when you walk through it you are passing 
through part of a real city. A simple trick. 
Compare now this picture of Dolphin 
Square (1) with the same layout treated in 
the manner of High Holborn (2). Immedi- 
ately you sense a subtle change from what 
looks alarmingly like a prison exercise yard 
to urbanity. To cross from one side of the 
new square to the other would be to move 
out of the magnetic field of one kind of 
scale and character into another—which is 
one way of spending Sunday afternoon.

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London Airport must have pride of place this year, both 
because it is by far the most ambitious undertaking of 
recent years (it is not often that one architect has three-and- 
a-half-million pounds to spend on a single group of build- 
ings, all completed during one year) and because .the fact 
deserves celebrating that now—for the first time since the 
war—public buildings, of which this is an important ex- 
ample, are going up in some quantity, whereas for seven 
or eight years this annual review of new buildings has been, 
in effect, a review of housing, schools and factories. 

Whether London Airport deserves first place on architec- 
tural merit also is a question impossible to answer in a word 
because it cannot be compared with buildings so very 
different as well as much smaller; in any case it cannot 
finally be judged until the remaining buildings have gone up 
and increased the sense of enclosure in the central diamond. 
That there should have been so much controversy among 
architects about the merits of these airport buildings is a 
good sign in itself. Until lately a modern building auto-

matically drew the allegiance of those who stood up for 
modern architecture and the opposition of those who 
believed in period-style architecture, and vice versa; now 
architectural opinion is more mature, and buildings are 
criticized in terms of quality in whichever camp they be- 
long. The only contribution I can make to the controversy 
about the airport is to mention what I think are some of 
the buildings’ merits and some of their defects. Defects 
first: I think it a pity that such complex and interesting 
plans were not given greater external expression. In two 
out of the three buildings their long unbroken facades and 
flat roofs disguise rather than reveal the variety of halls, 
galleries and offices inside. Only the control building has 
any interest in the modelling—that is why I choose it to 
illustrate here. Next I find the exteriors dull in a way 
that might be acceptable in street architecture—say, in a 
department store in Oxford Street—but which represent a 
lost opportunity when they serve, as these do, a symbolic 
purpose. Finally | am doubtful about the use of heavy

masses of red brick, as not contributing to the atmosphere 
of movement and excitement, or being suited to the sense 
of lightness and scientific exactitude, which are proper to-a 
great airport. 

The chief merits of the buildings are, I think, their 
masterly planning, the liveliness of design shown in the 
ramps, gangways and so on on the airport side of the 
passenger building and_the high standard of the interiors 
generally; not only are the great concourse and the other 
main rooms impressive in themselves but the furniture. and 
equipment throughout has been most skilfully chosen to 
provide a shop-window, as it were, for British design that 


is certainly not offered to people arriving in Britain by sea. 
The architecture of transport is also represented by Potters 
Bar railway station, a neat workmanlike job which can, I 
hope, be taken as a sign that the railways are now prepared 
to avail themselves of the architectural opportunities moder- 
nization and rebuilding offer and to allow their architects to 
play a prominent part—which has generally been denied 
them in the past. This building bears an interesting re- 
semblance to the best London Transport work of the early 
thirties, when Frank Pick and Charles Holden were colla- 
borating so fruitfully. 

A cattle market at Gloucester cannot, perhaps, strictly be

termed a public building byt it is included here (facing page) 
as an encouraging sign that public architectural offices are 
actively searching for more interesting solutions even of 
utilitarian building problems—also on its merits, of course, 
as a pleasantly controlled exterior whose use of materiais 
shows unmistakeable architectural taste. Shopping centres 
are public buildings in the sense that the public probably 
comes more into contact with them than with any other 
type of building outside the domestic field. The new 
towns have this year completed a number of first-rate 
examples, the more to be welcomed because the lack of 
public buildings in the new towns, and the consequent diffi- 


culty of establishing in them a proper sense of social 
coherence, has been widely criticized. In Harlow, Crawley, 
and Hatfield, as these pictures show, this criticism has now 
been partially met, though in the case of Crawley especially 
the widely scattered suburban type of housing remains a 
handicap when it comes to creating the feeling of living in 


a town. Other new towns, of course, have groups of 
shops, but they are not so successful in establishing that 
sense of intimacy and enclosure that a focus of town life 
demands. The Stow at Harlow—though not, as the archi- 
tect intended, a pedestrian precinct free from motor-traffic 
—is a particularly pleasant place to shop in and as lively

as a centre of this kind should be. It is a notable improve- 
ment on the same architect’s similar effort at Lansbury, 
completed about three years previously. 

The Roe Green neighbourhood at Hatfield is included here 
not so much because of its significance as a shopping 
centre (though it teaches the useful lesson that even a very 
few shops can be made to provide a valuable social focus if 
imaginatively planned in relation to one or two other com- 
munity buildings) as for the sake of its main building: a 
little hall (preceding page), serving both as meeting-hall and 
church, modestly and economically designed, yet with an 
amplitude of scale such as its purpose and situation require. 


The use of colour is particularly well thought out. 

The parish hall at Chessington is another admirable ex- 
ample of its kind, though being sited on its own, rather than 
as part of a group of community buildings, it has not the 
same importance as a contribution to the problem of pro- 
viding an architectural, at the same time as a social, focus 
in new housing areas. It is neatly finished both inside and 
out. Many halls of this kind are being built in the new 
residential areas—there is another good one at Stevenage 
—and they fill an evident gap. Another gap that is only 
just beginning to be filled has been left by the Government’s 
inability to provide funds for clinics and health centres.

This one at Welwyn Garden City is therefore greatly to be 
welcomed; may it be the fore-runner of many, and if they 
all have the assured touch in the composition and the re- 
finement of detail (which we have now come to expect from 
the office so ably managed by the President of the RIBA) 
there will be no cause for complaint. 

A cricket pavilion is not perhaps a public building, but 
the pavilion at East Molesey, opened last season, is in- 
cluded here because such a structure, part of the back- 
ground against which the public disports itself at week- 
ends, is seldom given proper architectural consideration. 
Usually an untidy shack is thought good enough. This 


example shows what a sensitive architect can make of a 
task that invites an interesting structural treatment. With 
its sparkling white paint, timber boarding and scarlet- 
fronted balustrade it is a gay little building and an admir- 
able example of what The Architectural Review calls the 
“ functional tradition.” 

The standard of design in hotel interiors is important, not 
only because of the influence they have on public taste 
but because they, along with shop interiors, have to 
represent British taste in furniture and decorating to 
visitors from abroad. A degree of sophistication is called 
for in this kind of interior, and London regards itself as

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the centre of sophistication. The fact should therefore make 
Londoners blush that the only hotel of good contemporary 
design in the country is to be found in a provincial city, 
Coventry, and that this was being furnished at the same 
time as London’s only new post-war hotel, the Westbury in 
Bond Street, which, by comparison with the Leofric at 
Coventry, is naive, old-fashioned and “ decorative ” in the 
most unsophisticated way. The outside of the Leofric is 
part of Donald Gibson’s layout of the new centre of 
Coventry, and its inclusion here provides an opportunity 
of repeating the tribute I paid to Coventry last year for 
being the only one of the blitzed cities that has con-

sistently followed its original rebuilding plan. 

Next come office blocks, much criticized lately for the 
poor architectural standards they display, and justly so; 
hence the fact that only a couple of examples could be 
found that seemed worthy to be included in a survey of 
the year’s best buildings. The first one shown is on a very 
modest scale, being an addition to an existing factory on 
the Bath Road, but it deserves pride of place as an excep- 
tionally elegantly designed and beautifully detailed job— 
the sort of office block we are accustomed to see recorded 
in, say, the Italian architectural papers, but all too seldom 
in our own. The second example (bottom of facing page),

the block of offices at the top of Southampton Row, may not 
be up to the same standard in every detail, but it fully 
earns its place as a big central London office block of far 
more satisfactory design than the sort of thing we usually 
have to put up with. It is all the more welcome as coming 
from an architectural office whose earlier work in this field 
has been severely criticized. 

When we come to housing we are back on surer ground. 
Every year lately there have been several high-density, cen- 
tral area housing schemes with good claims for inclusion 
in this survey, and in the last year or two they have been led 
by LCC schemes. This year another first-rate LCC scheme, 
































at Loughborough Road, south London, is nearing comple- 
tion. Though without the advantages the Wimbledon- 
Roehampton schemes have in their sites (the Lough- 
borough Road site is flat and almost treeless), it has an 
even more consistent architectural quality. The picture 
(page 101) shows one of the high maisonette blocks, in 
which two-storey balconies are skilfully used to reduce the 
otherwise overwhelming scale of all such highly-repetitous, 
cellular structures. These blocks are only marred by the 
clumsiness and over-obtrusiveness of the tank-rooms on 
their roofs—a problem, common to nearly all blocks of 
flats and offices, which I believe the LCC is working on,

but it is to be regretted that it has been allowed to continue 
unsolved for so long. 4 

Each year, too, some housing work by Armstrong and 
MacManus claims a place because of its consistently well- 
considered, unspectacular design. This year I illustrate 
(page 101) the single row of middle-income flats that forms 
part of the Chelsea Borough Council’s large Cremorne 
Estate, because of the skilful way it carries on the scale and 
facade rhythm of the Georgian houses alongside it in 
Cheyne Walk, but without recourse to Georgianized details. 
Another well-conceived local-authority high-density housing 
scheme at Bedford (top of facing page) also has a pleasantly 
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human scale and more interest in the modelling than is often 
the case, but again the tank-rooms obtrude on the skyline 
and do not seem to belong. Below it is illustrated a rather 
larger scheme in Bethnal Green, more restricted, I imagine, 
as to cost than the other two, and certainly more restricted 
as to site. The buildings of these architects are always work- 
manlike. This example is somewhat grim, but character is 
given to it by the placing of the blocks along the road front- 
age, producing some interest in the perspective view and 
avoiding the monotony of a continuous cliff-like street 
facade. 

Next comes (top of this page) a floodlit night view

of one of the new tall blocks in the St. Pancras Council’s 
Regent’s Park scheme, an ambitious piece of replanning 
still only half completed but improving as it goes along, 
especially in the matter of variety of mass and skyline 
and variety of space enclosed by the buildings. On the 
same page is one of a number of pleasantly-designed police 
housing schemes that have been built in the London area 
in the last year or two. Their special merit is that they 
are nearly all well, and some quite imaginatively, related to 
their sites. 

Next comes schools: again a class of building in which 
modern architects are treading sure ground, and 1955 saw 


the completion of an unusual number of really distin- 
guished examples. The Catford school (the second com- 
prehensive school to be completed by the LCC, and the 
first to the design of the Council’s own architect’s depart- 
ment) is admirably planned to make the most of a hill-side 
site and uses glass and metal curtain-walling logically and 
effectively. A small defect is the somewhat clumsy design 
of the entrance canopy, especially when seen from above; 
that is from the upper windows of the main block. The 
Putney school (an extension of an existing school to trans- 
form it into a comprehensive school) is a most urbane piece 
of architecture, having among its good qualities an unusual

richness of texture and rhythm, produced by the sensitive 
use of a variety of facing materials and by the finely pro- 
portioned detail. 

The Paddington school is part of the Hallfield housing 
estate (this survey last year) and its visual relationship to 
the blocks of flats has been most intelligently worked out. 
The main bulk of the school, while ‘as full of character as 
the flats, shares with them a certain hardness of form and 
an impression of being a little over-designed, but the infants’ 
section, illustrated here (page 105, top) is quite delightful, 
having an intimacy of scale and an imaginative use of 
enclosed out-door space quite Japanese in quality. Of the

last of this quartet of fine schools, that at Hornsey, I only 
have space to say that it measures up to the best standard 
already set by its architect—which is high praise.

phenomenon. They are by different architects and in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, yet they have a clear family 
resemblance, largely derived, it is true, from their frame 
and wall-slab construction and their use of a planning 
module, but nevertheless indicating that, in school-building 
at least, a recognizable but flexible idiom is at last 
emerging, in which architects can work unselfconsciously

and as a matter of course. That is surely the beginning 
of all good architecture. The school shown in the small 
picture at the bottom is the work of the Ministry of Edu- 
cation architects, to whom much of the credit for this must 
be given—together with, of course, the architects of Hert- 
fordshire County Council. 

The two remaining schools chosen for illustration, though 
neither is as remarkable as the first four illustrated nor con- 
forms to the emergent common idiom that adds interest 
to those facing, are good workmanlike jobs in a vigorous 
contemporary style. That at Herne Bay (top of this page} 
shows an attempt to do something interesting, and with

some sort of sculptural character, with the problem of the 
roof-top excrescence—see my remarks further back in con- 
nection with multi-storey flats. 

Buildings for further education are going up in great num- 
bers now. At the top of this page is the best of the 1955 
batch, again a good workmanlike job in a somewhat harsh 
version of an accepted style, but here perhaps one should 
raise the question whether the use of the standardized idiom 
so encouragingly emerging in the case of schools, provides 
the compiete answer in the case of technical colleges and 
the like—however sensitively the idiom is handled—because 
they come into the category of representative community 


buildings which demand a degree of monumentality, and 
more personality in their treatment—depending partly, of 
course, on their location. But that is a development to be 
looked for in the future, not forced forward by the assump- 
tion of a false monumentality, which this college happily 
avoids. With its interesting outline in plan, moreover, it 
does its best to redeem an uninteresting site. 

Next comes a hospital—one of the few new ones to be 
finished since the war—and, apart from some heavy hand- 
ling of the fenestration, an attractive and well-composed 
group of buildings. My remaining examples are factories,

Since the war. I do not suggest that there are not still 


many ill-designed—or evén undesigned—factories still 
being put up, but industrialists are much more prone to 
take architectural advice, and so we are no longer taken by 
surprise when we see an industrial building, serving a purely 
utilitarian purpose, which is an interesting piece of achitec- 
ture in its own right. They used only to try to be so (and 
generally with fatal results) when sited on a main road 
where a striking facade might have publicity value. 

The four industrial buildings illustrated here are all first- 
rate of their kind. The seed warehouse is even more 
interesting than it looks in the photograph because of its

colour: sea-green glass in the curtain-walling, the metal 
frame painted rust-red and biscuit-coloured tiled panels 
within it. This building has a semi-rural setting. The last 
one of all (bottom of next page) is, by contrast, in a region 
traditionally given over to industry (and therefore to 
squalor) and so is all the more significant as a pointer to- 
wards better things.

inflated beyond what is proper—but Peterlee, after the pro- 
mising start under Lubetkin had not been fulfilled, has 
proved a disappointment architecturally; which makes this 
factory the more welcome. One problem, nevertheless, still 
has to be solved: however good the individual buildings on 
these factory estates (and on the somewhat similar trading 
estates) may be, the total effect is never satisfactory—in fact 
it is generally unsightly, presumably because of the way the

spaces between factories are dominated by yards, raw- 
material dumps, lorry-parks and the like; all necessary 
adjuncts, of course, but not helpful to good landscaping. 
Perhaps some of the new-town architects could now apply 
their minds to the problem of unifying the picture pre- 
sented by their industrial areas, possibly by some variant of 
the screen-wall technique they use to hide the washing and 
the back gardens of their residential areas.

NFBTE Appeal for Boys’ 
Clubs 


Sik,—An appeal on behalf of the National 
Association of Boys’ Clubs has recently been 
launched by Lord Chandos, and we have 
promised to assist him by approaching 
friends in the building industry for their 
help for a cause which we believe in and 
are supporting. 

We are writing to ask for the courtesy of 
‘our columns to indicate the object of the 
appeal and to invite your readers to give it 
their support. 

These Clubs are for boys in their early 
working years when they most need disci- 
Pline, guidance and friendship during their 
leisure time. Unless they receive some kind 
of training during these impressionable years 
many waste them and deteriorate morally 
and physically, and some of them get into 
serious trouble. A strong fence at the top of 
4 precipice is far better than a well-equipped 
ambulance at the bottom. It is also much 
cheaper because it costs about £365 a year 
to train a boy in an Approved School or 
Borstal. A Boys’ Club does not cost more 
than £15 a year per boy and is a remarkably 
sound fence. 
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In a Club boys meet together under wise | 


leadership, work off their superfluous 
energy in competitive sport, are encouraged 
to accept responsibility and take part in 
many useful activities. But for half the 
boys in this country the street corner is still 
the best attended club because they have no 
other. This problem will become rapidly 
more serious because by the early 1960's 
the number of boys between 15 and 18 will 
be 30 per cent. greater than it is today. It 
is for this reason that the National Asso- 
ciation of Boys’ Clubs is raising a fund 
from which to supplement local money— 
raising funds for new Boys’ Clubs, especi- 
ally in new housing areas. Once the club is 
established it is largely self-supporting. 
Boys’ Clubs help boys to become good hus- 
bands, good fathers, good workers, and good 
citizens. and we hope, therefore. that we can 
count on the enthusiastic support of all 
firms and organizations in the building in- 
dustry for this great cause.

Design of Dance Floors 


Sir,—May I answer the letter by Malcolm 
L. Michell concerning dance floors in Mecca 
halls? 

As assistant-in-charge of the conversion of 
the Lyceum Theatre, Strand, into the present 
dance hall, I placed a dance floor made up of 
squares 2 ft. 6 in. by 2 ft. 6 in., framed and 
panelled in parquet, fitted together with brass 
tongues. The whole floor was freely floating 
and secured at the edges only. The spring 
is imparted by a layer of 4-in. thick carpet 
felt between the dance squares and the sub- 
floor of Morrison table shelters. 

The dance floor in the Café de Paris, 
Coventry Street, is constructed in a similar 
manner, except that the sub-floor is in con- 
crete finished with a screed. 

Both floors are well sprung with the right 
amount of resilience. They are cheap to lay 
and easy to maintain, as worn squares may 
be easily replaced. 


I hope the information is helpful to Mr. 
Michell, and I can thoroughly recommend 
the pleasure he may obtain at both establish- 
ments of dancing on similar floors at vastly 
different prices.

£2i0 for Free-standing 
Fire-place 


The Institute of Fuel are holding an open 
competition for the design of efficient free- 
standing solid fuel appliances in three cate- 
gories: for new, low-cost dwellings, such as 
local authority housing: for new, medium- 
cost dwellings, and for the conversion of 
existing built-in fire-places. A prize of 200 
guineas is offered for the best design in each 
section. The competition is being held in 
conjunction with the 1956 special study of 
the Institute of Fuel on * Domestic Heating 
in the UK—Present and Future,” which will 
open with a two-day conference at Church 
House, Westminster, on May | and 2. The 
Institute state that they believe that the wide- 
spread adoption of preformed slab surrounds 
with built-in fireclay backs for solid fuel 
appliances has restricted development. The 
purpose of the competition is “ to stimulate 
thought, particularly amongst architects, 
builders, industrial and interior designers and 
others concerned, in the design possibilities 
of attractive settings for efficient free-stand- 
ing appliances and thus encourage their more 
widespread use.” Each design, in the three 
categories given, must be concerned solely 
with space-heating and must include a gas 
and electric point so that gas or electric fires 
can be installed as an alternative to the 
solid fuel fire when required. “It should be 
assumed,” they state, “ that the appliance is 
to be placed in a ground floor, and that a 
normal masonry stack is provided from the 
ground floor ceiling level upwards.”

THE MOTORWAY AND 
ITS ENVIRONMENT 


By Sir Owen Williams 


| am honoured to be invited to address the 
Royal Institute. The last time, quite a long 
time ago, was in the old building in Con- 
duit Street, and it is indeed a pleasure to do 
so in this present building, the work of 
Grey Wornum, whose enforced absence 
due to ill-health for such long periods we all 
deplore. 
Before coming to the subject-matter of this 
meeting | would digress. As you may know, 
| have spent a not inconsiderable part of 
my life in the pursuit of the vagaries and 
habits of concrete. About 50 years ago your 
Institute was iargely instrumental in form- 
ing a conference on reinforced concrete and 
the first report was published in 1907 with, 
| believe, the first regulations for reinforced 
concrete in this country. Thev were amended 
and a second report appeared in 1911 under 
the aegis of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects and remained for many years the 
Standard Regulations for Reinforced Con- 
crete. It is interesting that at this time re- 
inforced concrete was not looked upon with 
great favour, to say the least, by many 
engineers, and indeed was scorned as a 
structural material more ‘suited to garden 
ornaments. Probably few members of the 
Royal Institute have knowledge of its early 
recognition of this material, and it is in 
tribute that I draw attention to it now. 
What is still more interesting is that re- 
cently, just for amusement, we worked to 
the old 1911 R.I.B.A. Regs., as they were 
affectionately known, instead of the latest 
of the Codes of Practice, which have fol- 
lowed one after the other, and it was in- 
teresting that in the result the old Regs. of 
50 years ago gave, if anything, an economy 
-which shows what has been happening 
over the last 50 years! It is surely another 
demonstration of the pioneers providing the 
essential basis which is then subsequently 
played about with to little effect. 
The subject of this Paper is “The Motor- 
way and its Environment.” It is not my 
intention this evening to present or even 
conjure up pictures of any finished results. 
It is rather an attempt to set the conditions 
and problems in true perspective. 
As there is no motorway in this country. 
exactly what it means will vary with each 
individual according to his imaginaticn or 
interest. To some with an eye to business it 
is a paradise of bulldozers, mixers and 
materials; but to others, the general public, 
it is a ribbon winding—to some writhing— 
through the countryside, and in the imagin- 
ation even the width of this ribbon varies; 
and of course there is a big difference in 
what is imagined by the motorway user and 
by the motorway neighbours. Now, before 
embarking upon any theory or suggestions 
as to what may be done to or ‘with a motor- 
way, one must first consider its planning 
conditions and, of course, first of all—what 
is a motorway? 
Now hitherto, the usual type of road is on 
ground level intersecting other roads on the 
same level and open to all classes of traffic. 
The motorway is associated in most minds 
with fly-overs, i.e. separation from all other 
intersecting roads, and probably that single 
feature is the distinctive characteristic of 
the motorway and also its greatest influence 
on environment. The motorway is intended 
exclusively for mechanical traffic and the 
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fly-over facilitates the control of this traffic 
and segregation. The fly-over also achieves 
a higher degree of road safety, but— 
what is not generally known—it is under 
certain circumstances an economy. The cost 
of a fly-over taken by itself may seem ex- 
travagant, and generally that is accepted on 
the score of safety and speed. In point of 
fact, the fly-over will increase the traffic 
efficiency of the motorway by anything 
from two to three times, whereas the cost 
of providing fly-overs as against level 
crossings adds only one-third to the total 
cost of the motorway. This is because 
passenger traffic, unimpeded, increases the 
flow of traffic. From this it foliows that 
for high intensity traffic, which is the only 
justification for building motorways in this 
country, all new motorways should for 
efficiency and overall minimum Cost have 
fly-overs. This, of course, does not apply in 
countries of low traffic intensity such as 
Canada. The necessity for fly-overs in this 
country is emphasized as it has a profound 
influence on the environment, calling for 
embankments and cuttings to negotiate the 
existing traffic routes. 


Direct and Circuitous Roads 


We all know that the straight line between 
two points is the shortest, but fortunately 
even a comparatively large departure from 
the straight line does not add so much to 
the distance. A motorway cannot be an ab- 
solute straight line owing to natural and 
artificial conditions and it is interesting to 
consider how much it can depart without 
detriment to its use. Existing routes between 
any two points in this country are in general 
124 per cent. longer than the straight or 
“ crow-flying ” line, that is to say, that if 
you were to measure the straight line on a 
map you would find that the road reference 
books give a length of about 124 per cent. 
more. To increase the distance between 
two points by 124 per cent. allows a total 
deflection laterally from the straight line 
of about 25 per cent. of the length of the 
route. If you make a half-circle connecting 
two points, that is to say, a 50 per cent. 
departure from the length, there is an 
increase of approximately 50 per cent. on 
the mileage. Generally, up to 124 per cent. 
increase in route length may be termed 
“direct” but after that it may literally be 
* circuitous.” Experience on by-passes shows 
that any material increase in distance be- 
tween two points on a new route is disas- 
trous to its use. For example, a by-pass 
making a half-circle of a town has proved 
to be little used, distance is the important 
thing, as against other advantages. Existing 
roads or their tracks were there first and 
everything has grown up around them. Their 
124 per cent. increase in length over the 
“ crow-flying ” line was caused by natural 
conditions. The motorway comes in when 
the existing roads have already occupied the 
best positions and has to be fitted into a 
country well built up. Therefore there is a 
pressure to make them tend towards the 
circuitous—which would be against the value 
of the motorway. The motorway must 
therefore struggle hard to get a route which 
is certainly not longer than the existing 
road and. this is a definite limitation to the 
choice of route. In general, the motorway 
should keep as near to centres of popula- 
tion on its route as possible, right up to 
the limit of their likely development but 
not so as to make too big a detour for this 
purpose if it alters the distance between 
the terminals by materially more than 12} 
per cent. 

Another condition is the reduction of up 
and down gradients. If the two ends of the 
motorway have, say, a natural actual dif- 
ference in level of 500 ft. this must, of 
course, be climbed. The sum of all the up- 
gradients—which is termed “ the ineffective 
rise.” i.e., beyond the necessary climb— 
must be kept down to a minimum and 
certainly must not be more than what is 
found on the existing roads, which again 


have the advantage of the best positions 
and without any fly-overs to negotiate. 

These two factors of “ directness of route ~ 
and “minimum climb” restrict the choice 
of the route and in a country such as 
ours, which is comparatively flat and with- 
out great natural obstructions, they can 
become the governing conditions, whereas 
in mountainous or otherwise obstructed 
terrain pure engineering conditions control. 


Two or Three Bridges a Mile 


Now why is it necessary to enumerate these 
conditions when dealing with environment? 
It is these conditions which influence the 
environment and it will be influenced more 
or less according to the density of popula- 
tion in various countries. To impinge 
on the conditions, the value of the motor- 
way may be seriously impaired, even made 
useless, so that motorways cannot be pushed 
about all over the map for any light reason. 
This country is essentially high density built- 
up with about one person per acre com- 
pared with, say, British Columbia with 200 
acres per person and where the roads may 
have one house per 100 miles. We here, in 
contrast, have as many as 100 land interests 
per mile or even more. Dealing with the 
disturbance, severance and livelihood of 
these interests is the root of the problem of 
environment. Maintaining natural and arti- 
ficial drainage, roads, railways, canals and 
—not to be forgotten—footpaths and avoid- 
ing as far as possible the cutting of farmland 
and other properties becomes of paramount 
importance. The motorway with fly-overs 
not connected with the existing roads may 
easily become, so to speak, a dam or 
barrier cutting the country into sections only 
to be countered by ample access under and 
over; maintaining roads, footways. farm 
tracks, and all other services, which in a 
country like ours results in two or three 
bridges per mile, whereas in a low density 
unbuilt-up country there is more likely to 
be only one bridge every 20 or 30 miles. 
These are the differences between our prob- 
lem and that of Canada or the greater part 
of the United States. Here it is a delicate 
operation far removed from the bulldozer 
and mixer conception. It is necessary to 
have this broad view of environment before 
getting to the details of treatment, but apart 
from subsequent treatment it is as well to 
emphasize what the route of a motorway in 
this country means as a land problem. With 
a dictatorship, presumably, the motorways 
could be started at any time, although not 
necessarily in the right places, as has been 
proved elsewhere. Democracy demands con- 
sideration of all interests, large and small. 
and this takes time. On a road, say, only 
seven miles long with 900 land interests, 
there may be as many as 9,000 land plans 
and those who demand a shortening of the 
negotiating time are almost certainly the 
first to shout “ Crichel Down ™ if it is done. 
It is seldom found, to put it mildly, that 
anyone finding the motorway passing even 
at the bottom of his garden joins in the 
demand for immediate action. On the other 
hand, those who have no danger of this are 
loud in their demands for rapid action. 
Ministerial enquiries for the protection of 
these interests may seem long drawn out, but 
what is the alternative? Is it better to save 
time at the expense of sacrificing individual 
interests, however small? 

With this broad view of environment, some 
line can be seen of achievement and treat- 
ment. Individuals picture the motorway 
narrow or wide according to their know- 
ledge or imagination. It is in fact no narrow 
ribbon. It is something over 100 ft. wide. 
about four of five times as wide as the 
average existing road, plus the width of 
embankments—and that must be pictured 
first: three times as wide as a railway. 
Having fly-overs, i.e. passing over or under 
all transport routes, and having the added 
difficulty of being last in the field and there- 
fore having to take the more difficult lines. 
and with the need to minimize ineffective 
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rise, the motorway is largely either on em- 
bankment or in cutting, indeed it may be 
about half of each. The motorway user 
may travel up to a half of his time between 
banks of varying heights. It is the treat- 
ment of these embankments and cuttings 
which is the most important visually, both 
to the surrounding population and to the 
user of the road. If the cutting is in rock 
-unusual almost perpendicular 
face is practical and not unpleasant, but if 
the cutting is—as is more usual—in clay or 
something similar, the banks will slope about 
30 degrees. If they are made steeper they 
will not be stable, and anything flatter is 
not permissible from the point of view of 
cost and the waste of land. These sloping 
banks are not so fearsome when in com- 
paratively shallow cuttings but can be most 
unpleasant in deeper cuttings, say 30 to 50 
ft. 





Flowing Alignment 
There is a good engineering case for flatter 
slopes in the deeper cuttings and this can be 
achieved by the simple expedient of using a 
flatter angle, but there is a_ preferable 
method of obtaining the object of flatter 
slopes, namely by using the same slope of 
30 degrees interrupted at various heights 
by narrow platforms or shelves, usually 
termed “ berms.” 
maintenance of the slopes and trees can be 
planted on them and so act as some pro- 
tection against slides and erosion due to the 
drainage on long slopes. The slopes of 
great depth should therefore be broken up 
by shelves with clumps of trees, increasing 
their pleasantness to the road user. Em- 
bankments supporting the road should be 
treated in the same manner, and indeed 
there is a greater engineering reason here 
for the shelves or berms which would give 
the same relief to the surrounding popula- 
tion. This means that the ‘slopes of embank- 
ments and cuttings have to be designed in 
detail, which is not unreasonable when the 
magnitude of their visual area is considered. 
There is one aspect of road planning little 
known generally as it is a comparatively 
recent development this is Known as 
“ flowing alignment,” which may be defined 
as the correlation of the vertical and hori- 
zontal curves of the road surface, the object 
generally being to have the tangents of 
both curves coinciding, thus relieving the 
road user of disjointed perspectives. This 
is undoubtedly a valuable influence on his 
environment, giving sweeping lines without 
‘kinks.” This is an important factor on the 
siting of the motorway, but must not be 
carried to extremes as it can then be very 
restrictive on siting and lead to very heavy 
earthworks. It is clear that the minimum

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amount of earthworks, i.e., excavations and 
embankments, causes the least present and 
ultimate disturbance to the countryside. If 
the country were dead level there would be, 
even so, a considerable amount of earth- 
works to go up or down over fly-overs 
every half-mile or so. The reduction of the 
earthworks to a minimum is to the good in 
the relation to environment, apart from cost. 
It is always as well to keep a maximum 
excavation figure in mind when planning 
as a sort of overall “ tell-tale.” 

The motorway itself is divided by a central 
reserve so as to form two carriageways, 
and on the central reserve with the planning 
necessity for minimizing the distraction of 
on-coming headlights there would be de- 
tached clumps of bushes which the planning 
necessity allows to be fairly widely spaced, 
achieving their object without a continuous 
hedge and with greater satisfaction to the 
road user. Tree planting beyond the width 
of the road itself is valuable as a sound 
barrier but with restrictive conditions of 
visibility and foundation disturbance. The 
use of these on high embankments and cut- 
tings has already been mentioned. 


When is a Bridge a Tunnel ? 

Coming now to the structures on the motor- 
way, these are principally bridges, some 
times over and sometimes under, 2} to 3 to 
a mile, and it is not my intention now to 
present any conception of results but to state 
the conditions which in a way require a new 
conception of them. Indeed the majority 
can hardly be called bridges but rather 
tunnels through the embankments. The 
width of the motorway, over 100 ft., inevit- 
ably makes any access under it something 
more than that in length. There may be a 
very small span, usually up to 40 to S50 ft., 
i.e., giving a tunnel effect. When a bridge 
spans less than its length it is a tunnel. To 
most of us a bridge means the support by a 
comparatively narrow structure in which 
the opposite side is seen almost as clearly 
as the forward side, whereas for the majority 
of these underbridges—and there are many 
of them—the tunnel effect is what would be 
seen. At times in the past it has been half 
seriously suggested that bridges should be 
prominent, indeed to be felt as a hump to 
those passing over them and approached on 
a curve so as to be seen, but this of course 
only when bridges are not very numerous 
and the road narrow, even if it were a good 
idea at any time. With two to three bridges 
per mile it is quite a different matter; for 
example, if there were short parapets the 
road user would be subjected to a mono- 
tonous irritation of “ flick-flick * from para- 
pets every half-mile and from the point of 
view of the surrounding countryside the line

merest caress—of garlic.” 
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of the motorway would be impaired. The 
ideal is to have unobtrusive perforations 
of the embankments to carry on unbrokenly 
the line of the motorway with its hedges 
right over the tunnel mouths. 

The usual governing consideration for 
bridges crossing the motorway is minimum 
thickness of construction to reduce gradients 
and earthworks in the crossing roads, and as 
main services have to be carried over such 
bridges requiring a kind of box-type parapet 
as a service duct. 

The railways had a relatively free hand in 
a country of far less population and were 
allowed almost to wreck the existing roads 
by distorting them both in plan and 
gradient so as to ease their bridging pro- 
blems; but this is not permissible now, with 
the result that there is yet another condition 
influencing the siting of the motorway. 
There are two definite credits to be given to 
the motorway in its general influence on the 
countryside. By its complete limitation of 
access there can be no question of any 
development, ribbon or otherwise, alongside 
it. But there is an even more valuable posi 
tive advantage to look forward to. The 
motorway will attract the neavy and fast 
traffic from the existing roads and return 
them, to a large extent, to a more reasonable 
and quiet use. It would tend to remove the 
nightmare of heavy and fast traffic thunder- 
ing through built-up areas. Whatever the 
noise may be on the motorway, it will not 
be outside somebody's door. 

The environment of the motorway is every- 
thing touching the lives of the people on 
it or in its vicinity, a problem increasing in 
difficulty with the intensity of population. 
It is the task of weaving an immensely wide 
ribbon across an already tangled web and 
the equipment for this is tact and under- 
standing rather than the bulldozers and 
mixers. There must be no copying. It is 
little use looking at what has been done 
elsewhere. Copying is always disastrous to 
design. To be fitting, the result must fit the 
particular conditions, which vary every- 
where, and the philosophy must be faith in 
necessity. To the task of achievement there 
must be applied the universal principles of 
design; not what it looks like just when it is 
finished but after it has settled down. In a 
building this may be a year or so of its life. 
but for a road it is a matter of what it will 
be in 20, 50 or 100 years. When ‘some ex- 
plorers 150 years ago saw the Rocky 
Mountains for the first time they were at 
first appalled at the difficulties confronting 
them, and what one of them wrote in his 
diary would be a good reflection for those 
that fear the motorway: “ As I have always 
held it a crime to anticipate evils I will be- 
lieve it’s a good comfortable road. until I 
am compelled to believe differently.”
